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McDonald’s proposes 


full service 


restaurant 


for East Jordan

Sitting down to a Egg McMuffin 
breakfast ora Big Mac lunch may soon 
be possible for East Jordan fast food 
fans. 

McDonald’s Corporation approached 
the East Jordan City Council Aug. 2 
with a proposal to buy city property for 
building a full service restaurant. 

“I’m here to get feedback on whether 
ornot we should pursue this,”’explained 
McDonald’s Corp. real estate repre- 
sentative Roger E. DeHoek of Grand 
Rapids. 

DeHoek showed council members 
aerial views of the site the company is 
interested in, on M-32 between 
Charlevoix Properties Real Estate and 
Murphy Field. He said the company 
wants to purchase about one acre, but is 
willing to consider a long-term ground 
lease instead. 

DeHoek assured council the com- 
pany would work with the parks and 
recreation committee to develop a co- 
ordinated access with Tourist Park, 
which adjoins the site, and would not 
encroach on the camping facilities. 

DeHoek said the company has re- 
searched other possible sites, but ‘we 
feel this would be the best location in 
town for our purposes.” 

The proposed building is 2,800 square 
feet, seating about 50 people. DeHoek 
said the restaurant will employ 50-70 
people and cost about $750,000 to build. 
The company is willing to comply with 
city ordinances conceming signage and 
landscaping. 

Tom Holka, owner of the Jordan Val- 
ley Express Music Center McDonald’s 
franchise, will own the M-32 franchise. 
He also owns restaurants in Boyne City 
and Kalkaska. 

“He’s a great operator,” said DeHock.

The company has been very impressed 
with business generated by the Express 
McDonald’s, and intends to continue 
that operation. 

Council members expressed enthusi- 
astic interest in the proposal. But sev- 
eral said they would like to hear from 
the community before committing to 
the plan. 

“T personally would like to see a pub- 
lic forum,” said Sherry Sineway,. 

Ruth Gee agreed. 

“This land has been in public use so I 
want community input and to get the 
facts out.” Gee said that rumors about 
how much of the Tourist Park would be 
compromised have already begun. so 
some public education is necessary. 

Sineway was also concerned about 
Chamber of Commerce plans, since 
access to the new restaurant from M-66 
would require dismantling the chamber 
building. Mayor Russ Peck and council 
member Greg Chappuies said there is 
reason to believe the chamber wants to 
relocate to a larger building inthe down- 
town area anyway. The mayoralso noted 
a public hearing will be required on the 
site plan before the company can build. 

Council came to a consensus that the 
city is definitely interested in the pro- 
posal and referred DeHoek to both the 
planning commission and parks and 
recreation committee for further dis- 
cussion. DeHoek will have the site sur- 
veycd so a plan can be developed. 

Real estate negotiations will be 
handled through Jack Anderson, an 
agent witha long-term relationship with 
McDonald’s Corp., who was also in- 
volved in the Express contract. He said 
ground leases are typically for 20 years, 
with four or five-year extensions or 
options to purchase. An inflation factor 
is built into the contract, and 
McDonald’s makes the payments di- 
rectly to the city.

Many of the businesses in Central 
Lake have moved around over the years. 
There haven’t been that many new stores 
in Central Lake, but the town has gone 
through major changes. 

Long ago the telephone company had 
a clerk that would answer the phone 
when you wanted to make a call. She or 
he would ask you who you wanted to 
call and would plug your wire into that 
place. You would be connected with 
the tum of a crank.

People collected ice off the lake and 
gotsawdust from the sawmill. The saw- 
dust would be used as an insulator to 
keep the ice cool for the summer. 

People walked to school in the winter 
from all around. Kids that lived in Pleas- 
ant Valley would have to walk the six 
miles to school every day. 

Doctor Duffy was the town doctor, 
and he would check the kids for frost- 
bite every morning on their way to 
school. So when we always heard the 
stories about having to walk six miles to 
school in -20 degree weather, part of it

For fun, people did a lot of different 
things. Some would roller skate on the 
sidewalk in front of the Wegoda Hotel 
(the Lamplight), or they would play 
marbles on the sidewalk. On Hallow- 
een the neighborhood kids would roll 
outhouses over hills or move them into 
town and line them up along Main 
Street. 

There wasn’t a football team back 
then, but there was a basketball team. 

The way the girls played was a lot 
different than itis now. There were six 
people per team. The court was divided 
up into six parts and the guards, for- 
wards, or centers couldn’t leave their 
Spots. 

On Wednesday nights the free show 
was in town. Everybody went to watch 
a band play or watch a movie. 

At the A&P store people could play 
cards or shoot pool for 20 cents a game. 

During the winter the kids would sled 
down Dean Hill. They could fit six to 
eight kids on a bobsled and slide from 
the top of the hill to somewhere where 
the sports shop is today. 

Kids had to do some things that 
weren't fun, like working on the farm, 
They would have to pick two or three 


acres of green beans. Kids hated to ge 
ice from the barns, rinse it off and put i 
inthe icebox, During the summer, they 
picked up stones from the fields that 
had come up during the winter. 

The Eckhard farm raised potatoes, 
beets, carrots, squash, pumpkin, cher- 
ries, and sweet com. They took these to 
the canning factory in town. All they 
bought in town usually was sugar and 
flour. They grew or raised everything 
they needed. 

Mrs. Eckhardt’s family lived on the 
lake and fished quite a bit. During the 
Depression, fishing camein very handy 
and was free. 

Times have changed since things were 

like that, but many things were the 
same. Kids had chores to do that they 
liked and disliked. They might have 
had to do more chores long ago, but 
now people expect more from you. We 
are glad that we were born in the lute 
20th century and not the early 20ui 
century.

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Committee presents curriculum changes to CL board

A presentation on the language arts curriculum was 
given the school board Aug. 8 by teacher Alan 
Hickman. 

A committee including Hickman, teachers Kari 
Groll, Ruth Allen, and Larry Platto and elementary 
pnincipal Lori Finnerty developed a curriculum guide 
based on ODDM (outcomes driven developmental 
model) principles. 

The entire K-12 language staff will be involved in 
specific curriculum development. Finnerty noted the 
math and science curriculums have already been 
developed through the same process. 

“This whole framework makes a lot of sense,” said 
Hickman, explaining the model focuses attention on 
important concepts more than past curriculum mod- 
els. 

The board will study the document and make rec- 


ommendations on its adoption at a later meeting. 

Board treasurer John Springstead, as a member of 
the parent-teacher committee, gave a progress report 
on elementary playground construction. 

Excavation is scheduled for next week, with a 
sprinkler system to be installed as soon as possible.

The committee is considering purchasing materials 
and asking for volunteers to do grass-seeding of the 
area.

Messages may be left at anytime, 
and calls will be returned the next working day. 

Patients with rotary or pulse phones will not be able 
to use the voice mail service, but may call the same 
number during business hours and remain on the line 
until a receptionist is able to assist them. 

Callers are advised to listen carefully to the greeting 
and leave as much information as possible. 

To provide the best possible service, the clinic is 
asking patients to leave their name, their physiciin’s 
name, a telephone number where they can be reached 
and a best time to call, as well as the reason forthe call. 

When requesting a prescription refill, give the name 


of the medication, the dosage, how frequently it is’ 


taken, and the name and telephone number of the 
patient’s pharmacy. 

“We hope this new system will provide a conve- 
nient option for internal medicine patients who don’t 
need an immediate appointment,” said department 
manager Nancy Hendricks. “It should also allow 
patients to reach our receptionists more quickly dur- 
ing the day, since phone lines are less likely to be tied 
up with requests that do not require immediate atten- 
tion.”

Comment on school lunches 


Bold new changes to 
the nation’s 48-year-old- 
school lunch program are 
dDeing heralded by the 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's “Healthy 
Kids” campaign ‘This 
new initiative secks to 
update the nutrition stan- 
dards for the National 
School Lunch and Break - 
fast Programs and reve.se 
a national trend that indi- 
cates Americans con- 
sume too much fat. 

The centerpiece of the 
proposal is the require- 
ment that school meals 
mect the Dietary Guide- 
lines for Americans by 
the 1998 school year. A 
recent USDA study of 
school lunches found that 
only one percent of our 
nation’s schools meet the 
U.S. dietary guideline of 
no more than 30 percent 
fat. The proposed rules 
set limits on fat, sodium 
and cholesterol and in- 
crease the use of fresh 
fruits and vegetables. 

Under this proposal the 
current meal pattern for 
school breakfasts and 
lunches, now based on 
quantities of foods 
served, would be replaced 
with a more flexible nu- 
trient standard menu 
planning system. Improv - 
ing customer appeal 
through more nutrition 
education for student s 
and helping schools get 
the best value for their 
nutrition dollar, are key 
elements of the proposal. 

USDA’s school lunch 


program reaches more 
than 25 million children 
each day, half of whom 
are needy. 

Parents, teachers, 
school administrators, 
and other interested par- 
lics arc encouraged to 
submit Comments on the 
proposed rules by Sept 8.

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basketball for kids

The all-time leading scorer in Michi- 
gan high school basketball history re- 
cently shared his expertise with young- 
sters in a special basketball camp at 
East Jordan High School. 

Jay Smith, assistant coach of the 
University of Michigan basketball pro- 
gram, worked five days with about 132 
kids from the third to fifth-grade in the 
momings, and sixth to eighth-grade in 
the afternoons. The camp attracted kids 
from all surrounding school systems, 
and some vacationing inthe area as well. 

“It's a great opportunity to get a guy 
of this stature,” said East Jordan High 
School basketball head coach Del 
Ingalls. Smith was amember of the Mio 
High School class D basketball power- 
house from 1976-79 and racked up 2,84 1 
high school career points. As assistant 
to the Wolverines Steve Fisher since 
1989, he has coached such Michigan 
luminaries as Chris Webber. 

Each camp day began with a mass 
drill of unison stretching, stomping, 
pivolng and jumping that thundered 
through the yym. The drill leader, 
whether Smith or one of his assistant 
oaches, sctthe attitude with encourag- 
im ants, clapping: and energy, en- 
CTS SATE 

The kids were divided into small 
feats. cach beaded by Smith's assis: 
tant couches “The dssistants are impres- 
sisson thers own mathe. the short list 
: eho Purdue University student as- 
sistant coach Jeff Irwin; Alma College 
student assistant coach Jeff Smith; Uot 
M player Leon Derricks, and East 
Jordait saan Sura Chase, a nationally 
recOuui¢ed basketball player from 
Kalamazoo College, now back home to 
couch EJ frosh girls; plus high schoo: 
players from Feast Jordan, Central Lake 
and Gaylord. 

Although coaches are paid to partici- 


pate in the program, Chase said she 
would have done it for free. 

“T think I had more fun even than the 
kids!” she said. A camp coach veteran, 
she called cach day a new learning 
experience. 

Smith often stopped small group drills 
to demonstrate anew move or fix some- 
thing kids were not getting quite right. 
Using easy to understand allusions like 
“sooseneck”’ and “reach in the cookie 
jar,” he divides the necessary skills into 
small pieces the kids can practice until 
they master the techniques. 

Always in action, Smith moved from 
group to group to work with individual 
children - giving a pointer, praising a 
goodeffort, or helping with proper form. 

With so many loose basketballs and 
pre-teenagers in one huge room, con- 
trol may seem impossible, but Smith is 
alertto the situation. Witha short whistle 
all is silent, and 75 sets of eyes and cars 
are waiting for his directions. 

“The kids and coaches are really en- 
joying this,” said Ingalls. “We're all 
learning a Jot.” Ingalls has run basket- 
ball camps himsclf and knows how the 
kids’ attention can fade, especially to- 
ward the end of the week. 

But Smith keeps the youngsters con- 
stantly busy and engaged, and they re- 
ally like it. One after another spoke of 
how much fun they had, how much they 
Jearned and how great Coach Smith is. 

Parents were also happy with the pro- 
gram, 

“PE was impressed with how many 
coaches there were,” said Mancelona 
mother Kathy Hibbard. “The kids re- 
ally got a lot of one-on-one attention.” 

Ingalls said Smith is already signed 
up fora repeat performance next sum- 
mer. Smith did a short workout with 
high school roundballers one evening 
during the weck, but Ingalls hopes to 
include more time with the older kids 
next year. 

Smith, who has been running the

camps several years, said he only takes 
his program to northern Michigan, 
where schools often have fewer re- 
sources for their sports programs. 

“| wanted to help out kids in the area 
where I grew up,” he explained. This 
summer’s camps have included Che- 
boygan and Grayling. He limits himself 
to four weeks of camp per summer. 

At the end of the week, prizes of T- 
shirts and posters were awarded for 
best spirit, best teamwork and so on, 
because after all, basketball is a com- 
petitive sport. But everyone got a U of 
M notebook, certificate and basketball 
program, and Smith spent a good deal 
of time signing autographs after class, 
taking time to say a kind or encouraging 
word to every individual. 

His last words to the kids, besides 
“keep practicing,” were “thank your 
parents - remember everyone is not as 
fortunate as you.” Words of wisdom, in 


any sport.

When former Central Lake resident Wilma Thomas 
read the interview with Frances and Miller Young 
(Torch, July 13, 1994), she was reminded of her high 
school days and she dug out some old photos. 

According to the collection of composites on the 
high school walls, Miller’s was the first graduating 
class from that school building in 1931. Wilma found 
her 1928 graduation photo. It wasn’t a composite but 
simply a professional photo of the 13 graduating 
seniors. 

Wilma easily identified cach member by name as 
she did with many other photos. Her recollection of 
her experiences growing up in Central Lake are im- 
pressively vivid. When asked if her husband Mondue 
grew up in Central Lake also, she replied, “Oh, no! He 
lived part way between Central Lake and Bellaire 
where Buck Austin’s place is.” 

Wilma and Mondue will have their 66th wedding 
anniversary in October and although they made two 
conscious efforts to live and make a living downstate, 
Central Lake always lured them back. All but eight 
years of that married life has been spent in Central 
Lake and today they reside in one of the Meadowview 
Apartments where they seem to share their household 
responsibilitics (Mondue was efficiently doing the 
Jaundry downstairs while we visited.) They can also 
enjoy being close to their daughter and her family 
Kathleen and Carl Dingman of Bellaire. 

Wilma has fond memories of her school days and 
often mentioned Superintendent Tyndale, who evi- 
dently was well acquainted with cach student of such 
a small class. 

“ft remember skip day,” she explains, “The whole 
class took hot dogs and buns over to Birch Pointe and 
spent the day. One of the girls in the class knew a 
daughter of a resort owner there and showed us where 
to go. We even used their boat!” 

“We thought we would surely be in trouble the next 
day,” she admits, but all the superintendent said was,

“I just wish you had invited me to go along!” Wilma 
has snapshots of that memorable day. Mr. Tyndale’s 
graduating gift to them was “No finals!’’ and that 
couldn’t have pleased the class more. 

Wilma worked at the local drug store when it was 
owned by Zeno Schoolcraft. She was paid $5 a week 
for 100 hours of doing ‘‘a little bitof everything.” She 
can give a history of the drug store naming the 
sequence of owners and their years of operation. She 
remembers hearing about when former owners, 
Fessendens, moved from the original comer location 
where Central Foods is located to the drug store’s 
present location. 

“They had large, decp built-in drawers full of medi- 
cines and records and they called upon high school 
boys to carry those full drawers to the new store,” she 
explained. In addition to Zeno Schoolcraft she worked 
for Doyle Sage, Harold Meggison, and Mike and 
Betty Huntley. 


When Huntleys had the store at its present location, 
the soda fountain was still the popular spot. Wilma 
described the lattice partitions built by Fred Doty, 
creating a cozy area in which there were five tables 
plus one small table which would accommodate four 
children. . 

Soda fountains offered a wide variety of delicious 
fruit concentrates and syrups for the sodas and sun- 
daes. Wilma remembers how young summer patrons 
would place their orders by pointing to the various 
dispensers saying, “I want this, this, this and this.” 

Mr. Sage, the owner at that time, felt that he might 
be overextending his generosity, so instructed Wilma 
to tell them it would be five cents for each additional 
“this.” 

Talk of prospering jobs attracted Mondue to busi- 
ness downstate where he was employed by the Detroit 
Creamery and later at the bomber plant in Ypsilanti, 
but there was “no place like home” for the Thomas’ 
and cach time they found themselves back in Central 
Lake. Upon one of their returns they stayed tempo- 
rarily with her parents. 

“I was so glad to be home again I didn’t even bother 
to look for a place for us to move until my mother 
finally reminded me!” she recalls with a laugh. 

It all speaks well for Central Lake and just one of 


those nice-looking seniors in that 1928 graduating 
class.
